Therefore, they 
should be taken three or four

Some long-acting ones can be 
taken twice a day. 


There are dozens of manufac- 


turers of antihistamine drugs. 
All their products are essential- 


' ly tt)e same, with slight varia- 


tions. The drugs may be in pill 
form, in solution, and in varie- 
gated colors, but their contents 
arc almost all alike. 


Yet oddly enough, some of 


these anti-allergy drugs 
may 


cause drowsiness in one person 
while others may not. For this 
reason doctors will very often 
shift from one to another to find 
the ideal combination of effec- 
tiveness and absence of drowsi- 
ness.
